No. 143HTC(PN)/72.—^The licensing conditions under DM 30 Million Credit for 
Capital Goods for 1971-72 as given in the Appendl:^ to this Public Notice are notified 
'for the Information of the trade. 
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Appsnmx 


Conditions to be stipulated in the Import Llcencels) issued lor contract(s) to be 
financed under DM 30 million Credit for Capital Goods for 1071,-73. 

1. ThcKe conditions will be applicable to imports of goods and services from the 
Federal Republic of Germany which have been approved by the Capital Good.s 
Committee of the Goveinment of India. 

Where approval given by the Capital Goods Committee In an individual case 
exceeds Rs. 32.6 lakhs (DM 1 million), prior concurrence of the German authorities, 
to the allocation is necessary which is obtained by the Department of Economic 
Affairs on the basis of information to be supplied by the Indian importer in the 
form as at Annexure—II. Till such concurrence from the German authorities is 
communicated to them, the Licensing authorities shall not issue the import licence 
in favour of theTiidian importer. 

2. The goads and services to be financed under the import licence must be 
'UPpllrd onij- by firms domiciled in the Federal Republic of Germany Including Land 
Berlin. 

:i. The import licence will be issued at the rate of exchange of DM I=Rs. 2.2(1 
until further orders. 

4. The value of each contract must not be less than Rs. 67.800 iDAl .iil,n00) and 
must noi exceed Rs. 67 3, Inkh.s (DM 3,000 OOO'i 

5. Orders mu.st be placed with suppliers in Federal Republic of Germany after 
obtaining comparable bids. 

6. Oidsrs must be placed on C.I.F. or C&F basis. 

7. The licence will be issued with an initial validity period of 12 months subject 
to the condition that firm orders must be placed on the suppliers In Germany 
iL'ithin Jour months from the date of issue of the import Ecence. 

8. (i) n orders are not placed within four months, the licensee should apply to the 
licensing authorities immediately thereafter with adepuate .iustlflcatlon for suitable 
exten.sion in the period of ordering. The licensing authorities will extend the 
validity period for ordering upto a suitable date, niter considering the application 
On merits. Only on production by the licensee of such letters of etxension the 
authorised dealers and departmental authorises would permit the facility of bank 
guarantee, letters of authorit.y, es,ablisblng letters of credit and depositing of rupee 
equivalent. 

(ii) In cases where orders have not been placed for the full value of the lictCces, 
extension in the period of ordering wllj have to be obtained for operating the 
balance values which are not covered by orders placed within the prescribed period 
of four months, as per procedure Indicated at (1) above. 


(iii) It will be i" the interer.i of. the licemsees themselves to ensure that ordering 
is completed within the prescribed period of four months. In cases where this 
cannot be done for valid reasons, they .should on their own, approach the licensing 
authorities for .suitable extension in the period of ordering- as per proccduree 
indicated in (i) and (li) above, 

(iv) The authorised dealers in foreign exchange and the departmental authorities 
will exercise necessary checks to ensure that the lJ<-en.seea comply with the require¬ 
ment of placing orders within four months (or any extended period allowed by the 
licensing authorities). 


9. Payments to German suppliers against the Import licence will be made by 
means of a “special” letter of credit a.s explained in para 16 below. No remittance 
of foreign exchange Is permitted against this import licence. Any payment towards 
Indian agents’ commission should be made in Indian rupees to the agents In India. 
Such payments, however, have to form part of the licence value and will, therefore, 
be charged to the licerice. 
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10 Payments to West German suppliers under the import licence should be 
completed by 30th June, 19/4 Suitable provision would theiefore, be made in the 
puichase ordeis/contracts regarding completion rf shipments by 31st March, 1974 
In case if it anticipated that pajmrient cannot be comipleted by that da'e, lequest for 
extension ynth adequate 3 ustihcation must De made to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Conti olier of Aid Accounts Jeevan Deep Building, Parliament Street,

(b) In the case of contracts entererl into against an import licence ot a value of

14 Within a fortnight of entering into a contract or contracts (or purchase orders 
supported by sunplie^’s confirmation thereto) against an import licence of a value 
upto DM 1,000 000 (Rs 22 6 lakhs) and within a fnr'tmght oi the ccmmumcation by 
the Government of Inoia of ‘he approval bv the KFW in the case of contracts under 
an import licence exceeding th° aforesaid value, a report (in liirlicatej '’ontaining 
the follow iig rife tration uicngw’tb three copies of the contract (fjr import licences 
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upto 1 million In value) should be sent to the Department of Economic A£[air“ 
(WE. I Section, Room No, 270. North Block). Ministry of Finance, New Delhi: 

(a) Name and address of the Importer; 

(b) Number, date and value of the lireiice (along with a cony thereof), 

(c) Value in DM of the order placed and accepted by the suppliers, indlrallng 

the payment terms, viz, c.i.f etc.; 

(d) Short description of the goods to be irnportea; 

(e) Name and address of the supplier(s); 

(f) A certificate that the orders have been placed on the basis of competitive 

bidding procedure, or after cumpaiabie bid.-, have Lcen obtained; 

(g) Expected date of completion of deliveries; and 

(h) A schedule of payments showing probable dates with amounts, on which 

payments under the contract wilt fall due. 

If the above-mentioned report is not received within the period mentioned above 
'he licence may te deemed to have lapsed, either wholly, oi in part. 

15. (a) The report called for In paragraph 14 above .should bo accompanied by a 
request (in the form as in Annexure II) for the issue of a Tetter of Authority by the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic AEairs) for opening a letter of credit 
in favour of the Suppiier.s on anv one of the following five Banks. The request 
should be accompanied by a Bank Guarantee from a Scheduled Bank In India, which 
IB authorised to deal in foreign exchange (in the form as in Annexure IV). 

(I) Tho Bayerische Vereinsbank. Munich. 

(II) The Commerzbank A. G., Frankfurt. 

(III) The Deu'sche Bank A, G., Hamburg. 

(iv/ The Dresdner Bank A. G., Jungfernatief, Hamburg. 

(v) Beiliner Handles Gazellschafl Frankfurter Bank. 

(b) No Bank Guarantee is required for Public Sector Importers provided the 
request for the Issue of a Letter of Authority from them is routed through a nomina¬ 
ted Branch of any of the neliunaliseri Banks or the Stale Bank of India and Its 
subsidiaries. 

(c) The Importeiis and their bankers .should specifically indicate the German Bank 
selected by them. 

(d) The Bank Guarantee wbei'e necessaiy. should be for an amount represehtb'g 
the rupee equivalent of the value of D.M. of rhe proposed Letter of Authority plus 
1 per cent of that amount towards incidental and commitment charges and in addi¬ 
tion interest and other charges as mentioned in Annexure IV. The prevalin'' 
rate cf conversion shall be at the rate indicated in para 3 above i-e. 1 DM— 
Rs. 2,^9 wntll further notice. This rate is meant only for purpose of arriving at the 
Value of the guarantee to be issued. For purposed of making rupee deposits into 
Govemfnerlt dccount towards the DM cost of imports 'inade under the licence, the 
ntpee equivalent will have to be worked out in terms of Public Notice No. 15-ITC 
(PN)/72, dated 28th. January, 1972 until further notice. Any change in this regard 
will be notified as and when necessary. 

, ,lfl. If the Bank Guarantee, contemplated In para 15 is found to be In order, the 
Ministry of Finance (Controller of Aid Accounts, Depa’-tment of Economic Affairs) 
will issue a Yetter of Authority to the German Bank concerned (as in Annexure V), 
authorising payment upto the specified amount to the German suppliers on the basis 
of a "special” letter of credit to be opened by the importer’s bank In India. A copy 
of such authorisation will be .sent to Indian Licensee. The original !^tter of 
Authority hlong with a copy thereof will be sent to the concerned Indian bank 
authorised open the Letter of Credit, asking It to sqbmlt the original Letter of 
Adthoflty to the Ggrman Bank concerned alongwith the Letter of Credit, opened by 
It (such direction will be as In Annexure VI). A copy of thi^ cdmmunicatlpn will 
be addressed to the importer. 
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17. The "special’’ Letter of Credit on the German bank should be opened within 
thirty days from the date of the issue of the Letter of Authority, under intimation to 
the Controller of Aid Aoeounts. Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 
Jeevan Deep Building, Pailiament Street. New Delhi, otherwise the Letter of 
Authority already issued will be deemed to be no longer valid. 


18. The payments to the .suppliers will be made by the German Bank concerned 
On collection of requisite documents and statements. The negotiable set of import 
documents will be sent by it to the importer’s bank in India, alongwlth an Advice 
Note giving details of amongst disbursed and the dates of such disbur.sernents. 

19, Within 10 days of the receipt of the documents the Bank in India shall 
arrange to deposit into Government account as indicated In para 20 below teh rupee 
equivalent of the amount disbur.sed to the suppliers calculated at the rate of conver¬ 
sion between DM and Rupee prevailing on the date of payment to the West German 
suppliers together with 1 per cent thereof towards incidental and commitment 
charges, along with interest at 6 per cent per annum for the period from the date of 
payment to the West Gorman suppliers upto the date on which rupee equivalents 
are depo.slted. For this pu-noso the DM payments will have to be converged into 
Rupees as per Instructions ccntained in Public Notice No, 15-ITC(PN)/72 dated 28th 
January, 1972. Any change in this rate of conversion wiU be notified through 
Public Notice ns .and when necessary. It will be the responsibility of the bankers 
to ensure that the amounts due are correctly deposited into Government account 
before the import douments are handed over to the importers. The importer should 
also ensure that the amounts due are corectly deposited into Government account 
before taking delivery of the documents from their bankers. 


20. The deposit envisaged in para 19 may be made in cash either at the Reserve 
Bank of India, New Delhi, or the State :tonk of India, Tis Hadari, Delhi, or the 
amount may be remitted by means of a demand draft drawn on and In favour of the 
Agent, S'ate Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi-6, for credit to Government account 
as contemplated in PubUc Notice No. 233-lTC(PN)/68, dated the 24th October. 1968. 
The Head of Account to be credited is "T-Deposits and Advanes—Part II—Deposits 
not bearing Interest—Direct Pa.vment Procedure” under the detailed head “Deposi** 
for cost of suppplies and equipment obtained under German Capital Goods Credit 
for 1971-72 (DM 30 million Credit)”, 

In the treasury challans. the following particulars should invariably be 
furnished; — 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No. and date. 

(b) Amount of foreign currency In respect of which rupee deposits are to be 

made together with the rate of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the foreign suppEcrs. 

(a; I'he amuunt or interest paid and the period for which It has been 
calculated. 

(e) The total amount deposited. 

(Interest is to be calculated for th* period from the date of payment to the 
suppliers upto the date of deposit of rupee equivalents Into Government 
account.) 

21. One copy of the Challan from the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi Or the 
State Bank of India. Tis Hazari Delhi-6, or Intimation regarding the submission of 
Demand Draf' to the State Bank of India. Tis Hazari. Delhl-6 should be sent by 
the Bank, which has issued the guarantee, to the Controller of Aid Accounts Deptt, 
of Economic Affair.s, Ministry of Finance. .Teevan Deep Building, Parliament Street, 
New Delhi-1 along with a forwarding letter giving full details of the Advice Notes 
received from the concerned nominated German Bank. 


22. It will be obligatory for the importers to make the requisite rupee deposits 
through authorised dealer.s only and also to get the exchange control copy of the 
Rcence endorsed by them, as required in Public Notice No. 184-ITC(PN)/68, dated 
the 30th August, 1968 They should also fill in the requisite “S” forma as nroacrlb*^. 
by the Re.scrve Bank of Indj.a 
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23. After the Imports under a licence are completed and the importers/bankera 
have deposited into Government account all the amounts due, details of the imports 
received and of rupee deposits made should be furnished to the Controller of Aid 
Accounts, Ministry of Finance, Deptl. of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts 
Branch, Parliament Street, New Delhi-1 in the proforma prescribed in Annexure VII 
to enable the Ministry of Finance to verify and arrange for release of the bank 
guarantees furnished by the Importers wherever necessary. 

24. A quarterly report commencing from the date of issue of the licence should 
be furnished In duplicate as in Annexure VIII to the Ministry of Finance, Deptt. 
of Economic Affairs fWE. I Section, Room No. 270, North Block), New Delhi showing 
progress of ordering delivery of goods, payments to German .suppliers etc. and 
should be continued till all shipments and payments under the contract have been 
completed. 

25. For special condition.s to be observed while ffnalislng the purchase contracts 
against the licence Annexure I may be referred to. 



Annexure I 


Special conditions to be observed while finalising the Purchase Contracts under 
DM 30 million Credit for Capital Goods: 

(i) The conditions for payment contained In contract must conform to customary 
istandards, 

(ii) Where the nature of supplies/services covered by the contract/project 
require a performance guaraniee, a provision should b(? made in the purchase 
r:ontract to the effect that the last instalment of payment shall not fall due prior 
to the end of an. adequate period (‘ivhich period shall not be less than six months 
•of start up of the equipment/project) after completion of the delivery of Koods or 
of the project. Where a Bank Guarantee is furlshed by the suppliers in respect 
>of last Instalment such payment can be made on completion of shipment, suojoct 
to the condition that the Bank Guarantee shall be discharged at the end of an 
adequate period alter delivery of the capital goods or completion of the individual 
project. An attested coppy of the Bank Guarantee should be appended to eacn 
copy of the contract to be forwarded to the Ministry of Finance Depaitment of 
Economic Affairs (WE. I Section Room No. 270, North Block), New Delhi-1. 

According to VDMA (German Machine Manufacturer’s Association) Regulations, 
the German siipppiiers are required as a general iide to provide a peitormanc 
guarantee to the importer, for a period of six months from the dale of start up of 
the equipment/machine. The licensee is, therefore, advised to insist on such a 
guarantee at the time of entering into a purchase contract. If a performance 
guarantee in accordance with the VDMA Regulations is given by tae Geiman 
suppliers. 100 per cent payment can be made on completion of shipment, witout 
the requirement of a Bank Guarantee for the last instalment of payment as specified 
in the preceding paragraph. 

(lil) In respect of GIF orders, the German supppliers should be asked to lake 
Out insurance with a Federal Republic of Germany insurance company. 

(iv) Payment if any, arising out of the Bank Guarantee referred ^o at (iif above, 
or arising out of claims on account of insurance referred to in (iii) above shoidt 
"be made to the Kreditan.stalt fur Wiederaufbau (Account No. 504 09100 with Deu'seb'- 
Bundesbank, Frankfurt/Main) directly by the Bank/Insurance Compemy. 

(v) In the case of C&F orders, insurance must be taken out wl'h an Indian 
Insurance Company. The Indian Insurance Company should give the following 
arndertaking to the importer: 

“We shall make remittances in foreign currency to the overseas suppliers for 
any replacement necessitated by loss or damage to goods.” 

(vi) The Indian Importer should take no*e of the following conditions:--- 

la) Any material alteration In the contracts pertaining to list of goods, terms 
or schedule of payments, value of goods, etc. will require the prior 
approval of the Ministry of Finance and German authorised, whether 
U. results in earlier payments, or In po.stponement of payment. 

lib) Such alteratlon(s) should be promptly Intimated to the Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, New Delhi (WE. 1 Section, Room 
No. 270, North Block).
